On Bunday nlght last, abont a quarter to 11
o'clock, flumes were discovered issuing trom the
bakery of Messis, Emery & Bava, on the corner
o! Foreet and 8ny striets, i Jucksonville, Fla,
In consequenge of the fact of there being no
five department 1n the town the building was
soon entirely consumed, and notwithstanding
that every etlort was made ou the part of the
citizens and negroes Lo arrest the conilagration
in its career, the adjoining wooder bmilding
occupied by the Florida Union newspaper es-
tablishment was next in a blaze, and within
thirty minufes was totally destroved, only & lew
bueiness books being suved—the press and other
materinl sharing the fate of the building, A
pumber of neighbering houses were at one tims
in imminent danger from the devouring element,
but were finally saved by the energetie efforts
of the people. It is an equally remarkable and
unfortunate circumstsnce that the editor of the
Union hud nllowed the %ulicy ol insurance on
his stock, ete,, to expire the previous week with-
out repewing it, in anticipation of remoying to
another building on Bay, near Ocean sireet, We
would add that Messrs. Fmery & Baya were
